BOND PURCHASES. 








The President Gives His Views in Retation | 


to Criticisins Upon the Treasury Depart- 

ment in Declining to Accept Certain 

Bonds, 

WASHINGTON, Sept. 13.—In regard to the 
purchase of bonds by the Government, the 
President said yesterday to the represen- 
tative of the United Press: ‘‘The criti- 
cism upon the action of the Treasury De- 
partment for the refusal to accept any of 
the offers of bonds last Wednesday, it 
seems to me, is inconsiderately made. In 
the first place, the offers were higher, con- 
sidering the lapse of the time they had to 
run, than they’ had theretofore 
been, and did not present as favor- 
able terms to the Government. In 
the next place, the number offered was 
much less than on former occasions. 
These facts may well give rise to the in- 
ference that people holding bonds pre- 
ferred them to money. The Government 
wants to buy bonds to answer the require- 
ments of the law relating to the sinking 
fund, and it is willing to advance interest 
on such bonds as are not bought, and 
thus supply any immediate demand there 
may beformoney. These two movements 
of the Treasury Department are calculated 
to release a good deal of money and turn 
it into business channels if required. But 
they are both executive acts, and must be 
performed with due regard to the inter- 
ests of the Government, as one of the par- 
ties to these transactions.

except that of the seller and ho!der, and 
that these bonds must be 
bought and the interest advanced on 
such terms as their interest alone dictates. 
The competition offered in the sale of 
bonds is a just way to fix their price, and 
will be fairly pursued a3 long as it seems 
to protect against an undue advantaze on 
the part of sellers, and results in offers 
which, upon business considerations, 
ought to regulate their valus as between 
private parties.

Show Their Militury Strength.” 

NEw YorK, Sept. 1).-—The news of the 
affirmation by the supreme court of Llinois 
of the decision of the lower court in the case | 
of the condsmned Chicago Anarchists caused | 
great exciterment among New York Social- | 
ists and Anarchists, Horr Most was furi- | 
ous. His Anarchist paper, the Freiheit, had | 
just gone to press when the news came. The | 
forms were ordered from the press, Most | 
posted a notice saying that he could not be 
interviewed, ar:.i that the paper would be 
published containing an editorial on the 
matter. Most rolled up his sleeves and pro- 
ceeded to write an editorial addressed ‘‘To 
the workingmen of all countries.” The edi- | 
torial was a coluinn anda half long. He | 
characterized the judges who made the de- | 
cision as “infamous and bloodthirsty fools,” 
and the jury a3 corrupt. November 1i was 
the day set for the murder of the “heroes.” 
The capitalists wished to see blood flow to 
show the people that they were the law and 
could doas they please ‘Workingmen,” 
says he, ‘‘will you psaceably allow this to 
take place‘ Allow ths punishment of the 
representatives wio have identified them- 
selves with your «11sa—these ijeals of your 
class?’ He asks that no stone be unturped 
to assist the corlemuci. The sacrifice 
would strengthen tue cause. The con- 
demned men were ths evangelists who had 
preached to the workiagman. The cruel 
deed of November 11 could be prevented if 
the Anarchists so wished. W orkingmen 
must show their military strength. An in- 
dignation mass-meeting must be held at 
once and money raised to fight the battle of 
justice and the salvation of the martyrs. 
Most goes on to demand a decision in the 
case from the United States supreme court, 
and says that agitation meetings should be 
held all over the country until the court 
dare declare the law constitutional. The 
editorial closes with the following appeal: 

“The question of their bloodshed is not 
settled yet. Let every one do his duty and 
it never will bo. Life to the soldiers! hail 
the social revolution.” 

Editor E. 8. Schevitch, of the Leader, the 
recognized leader of the Socialistic element 
in this city, fiercely deuounced the affima- 
tion of the verdict. Ha said that as the

Executive MANSION, 


Drak Sir:—I have received the » vi 
tation kindly tendered me on beh at 
the citizens of Huntsville, to visit the 
city during my contemplated trip to the 
West and South. 

I am in receipt of like invitations from 
many other localities; and I havedelayed 
action thereupon until I could de finitely 
determine which of them my timeand 
positive engagements already made, 
would permit me to accept.
